An  Act  to  amend  ‘-The  Colonial  Attornics 
lleliefAct.” 


[30th  July,  1874. 2 

WIIERE.VS  by  the  Colonial  Attoniies  Relief  .-\ct, 
certain  provisions  are  made  for  regulating  the 
admission  of  .-Vttornies  and  Solicitors  of  Colonial 
Courts  ill  Her  .Majesty’s  Superior  Courts  of  Law  and 
E(|uity  in  England  in  certain  cases,  and  it  is  con- 
sidered just  and  equitable  to  amend  the  said  .\ct; 

Be  it  tliereJore  enacted  by  the  Queen’s  Most  Ex- 
cellent Majesty,  liy  and  witli  tlie  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Tciniioral,  and  Commons, 
in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
autliority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

1.  So  imicli  of  the  Colonial  .\ttornies  Relief  Act  as 
enacts  tliat  no  person  shall  be  deemed  qualified  to  bo 
admitted  as  Attorney  or  Solicitor  under  the  provisions 
of  tlie  said  Act,  unless  he  sliall  pass  an  examination 
to  test  liis  fitness  and  capacity,  and  shall  further 
make  affidavit  tliat  lie  has  ceased,  for  tlie  space  of 
twelve  calendar  moiitlis  at  tlie  least,  to  practise  as 
.-VUoriiey  or  Solicitor  in  any  Colonial  Court  of  Law, 
and  also  so  much  of  the  said  Act  and  of  any  Orders 
and  llegiilatioiis  made  thereunder  as  relates  to  such 
examination,  shall  not  apply  to  nor  shall  compliance 
therewith  respectively  be  required  of  any  person 
seeking  to  be  admitted  as  Attorney  or  Solicitor  under 
the  provisions  of  the  said  ^Vet  tvho  shall  have  been  in 
actual  practice  for  the  period  of  seven  years  at  the 
least  as  .\ttorney  or  Solicitor  in  any  Colony  or  De- 
pendency as  to  which  an  Order  in  Council  has  been, 
or  may  be,  made  as  mentioned  in  the  said  Act,  and 
tvho  shall  have  served  under  articles  and  passed  an 
examination  previously  to  his  admission  as  Attorney 
and  Solicitor  in  any  such  Colony  or  Dependency. 

2.  The  expression  “The  Colonial  Attornios  Relief 
Act,”  shall  henceforth  be  deemed  to  include  this  Act..

The  Queen’s  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 


4.  Forgery,  counterfeiting,  or  altering  of  public  or 
private  documents,  including  forgery,  counterfeiting, 
or  altering  of  paper  mone}’,  bank  notes,  or  other 
public  securities. 

5.  Embezzlement  or  larceny,  comprehending  any 
larceny  that  by  the  Netherland  Penal  Law  is  not 
considered  ns  “ vol  simple.” 

6.  Obtaining  money  or  goods  by  false  pretences, 
including  the  crimes  designated  in  the  Netherland 
Penal  Law  as  peculation,  abstraction,  or  misapplica- 
tion by  bailees  or  public  accountants. 

7.  Crimes  against  Bankruptcy  Law  which  by  the 
Netherland  Penal  Law  are  considered  ns  fraudulent 
bankruptcy. 

8.  Perjury. 

9.  Rape. 

10.  Arson. 

The  extradition  is  also  to  take  place  for  participa- 
tion in  any  of  the  aforesaid  “crimes,  provided  such 
participation  be  punishable  by  the  laws  of  both  the 
contracting  parties. 


WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  and 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holden  in 
the  thirty-third  and  thirty-fourth  years  of  the  Reign 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  “ An  Act  for 
amending  the  Law  relating  to  the  Extradition  of 
Criminals,”  it  was  amongst  other  things  enacted, 
that  where  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  any 
Foreign  State  with  respect  to  the  surrender  to  such 
State  of  any  fugitive  criminals,  Her  Majesty  may,  by 
Order  in  Council,  direct  that  the  said  Act  shall  apply 
in  the  case  of  such  Foreign  State  ; and  that  Her 
Majesty  may,  by  the  same  or  any  subsequent  Order, 
limit  the  operation  of  the  Order,  and  restrict  the  same 
to  fugitive  criminals  who  are  in  or  suspected  of  being 
in  the  part  of  Her  Majesty’s  Uorainions  specified  in 
the  Order,  and  render  the  operation  thereof  subject 
to  such  conditions,  exceptions,  and  qualifications  as 
may  be  deemed  expedient : 

Aend  whereas  a Treaty  was  concluded  on  the  nine- 
teenth day  of  June,  last,  between  Her  Majesty  and 
the  King  of  the  Netherlands,  for  the  Mutual  Extra- 
dition of  Fugitive  Criminals,  which  Treaty  is  in  the 
terms  following : — 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  His  Majesty  the  King 
of  the  Netherlands,  having  judged  it  expedient,  with 
a view  to  the  better  administration  of  justice  and  to 
the  prevention  of  crime  between  the  two  Countries, 
that  persons  charged  with  or  convicted  of  the  crimes 
hereinafter  enumerated,  and  being  fugitives  from 
justice,  should,  under  certain  circumstances,  be  re- 
ciprocally delivered  up,  their  said  Majesties  have 
named  as  their  Plenipotentiaries  to  conclude  a Treaty 
for  this  purpose,  that  is  to  say  : 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  the  Honorable  Sir  Edward 
Alfred  John  Harris,  a Vice-Admiral  in  Her  Majesty’s 
Royal  Navy,  Knight,  Commander  of  the  Most 
Honorable  Order  of  the  Bath,  Her  Majesty’s  Envoy 
Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  His 
Majesty  the  King  of  the  Netherlands  ; 

And  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Netherlands,  M. 
Joseph  Lodewyck  Hendrik  Alfred  Baron  Gericke  van 
Herwynen,  Commander  of  the  Order  of  the  Netherland 
Lion,  Knight  Grand  Cross  of  the  Oaken  Crown  of 
Luxemburg,  &c.,  &c.,  His  Majesty’s  Minister  for 
Foreign  Affairs  ; and  M.  Gerrit  de  Vries,  Commander 
of  the  Order  of  the  Netherland  Lion,  His  Majesty’s 
Minister  of  Justice. 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  respective  full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due 
form,  have  agreed  upon  and  concluded  the  following 
articles : — 


ARTICLE  III. 

No  subject  of  the  Netherlands  shall  be  given  up  by 
the  Government  of  the  Netherlands  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom  ; and  no  subject  of  the 
United  Kingdom  shall  be  delivered  up  by  the  Govern- 
ment thereof  to  the  Government  of  the  Netherlands. 

With  reference  to  the  application  to  the  present 
Treaty,  are  comprised  in  the  denomination  of  “ sub- 
jects,” not  only  naturalized  citizens  of  the  country, 
but  also  such  foreigners,  as  according  to  the  laws  of 
either  of  the  contracting  parties,  are  assimilated  to 
subjects,  as  well  as  such  foreigners,  who  being  domi- 
ciled in  the  country,  and  having  married  a citizen 
thereof,  have  one  or  more  children  by  that  marriage 
born  there. 

ARTICLE  IF. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  if  the  person 
claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  or  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the 
Government  of  the  Netherlands,  has  already,  been 
tried  and  dischaiged  or  punished,  or  is  still  under 
trial,  in  the  Netherlands  or  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
respectively,  for  the  crime  for  which  his  extradition 
is  demanded. 

If  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  if  the  person  claimed 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  the  Netherlands, 
should  be  under  examination  for  any  other  erime  in 
the  Netherlands  or  in  the  United  Kingdom,  respect- 
ively, his  extradition  shall  be  deferred  until  the 
co'nelusion  of  the  trial,  and  the  full  execution  of  any 
punishment  awarded  to  him. 

The  extradition  shall  also  be  deferred  if  the  person 
claimed  should  be  detained  for  debt  bj-  a sentence 
passed  before  the  requisition  for  the  surrender,  under 
the  laws  of  the  country  where  he  shall  be  found. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  if,  subsequently 
to  the  commission  of  the  crime,  or  the  institution  of 
the  penal  prosecution,  or  the  conviction  thereon, 
exemption  from  prosecution  or  punishment  has  been 
acquired  by  lapse  of  time,  according  to  the  laws  of 
the  State  applied  to. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A fugitive  criminal  shall  not  be  surrendered  if  the 
offence  in  respect  of  which  his  surrender  is  demanded 
is  one  of  apolitical  character,  or  if  he  proves  that  the 
requisition  for  his  surrender  has  in  fact  been  made 
with  a view  to  try  or  to  punish  him  for  an  offence  of 
a political  character. 

ARTICLE  VII. 


ARTICLE  I. 

It  is  agreed  that  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  His 
Majesty  the  King  of  the  Netherlands  shall,  on  requi- 
sition made  in  their  name  by  their  respective  Diplo- 
matic Agents,  deliver  up  to  eaeh  other  reciprocally, 
any  persons  who,  being  accused  or  convicted  of  any 
of  the  crimes  hereinafter  specified,  committed  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  requiring  party,  shall  be  found 
within  the  territories  of  the  other  party. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  crimes  for  which  the  extradition  is  to  be 
granted  are  the  following  : — 

1.  Murder  (including  assassination,  parricide,  in- 
fanticide, and  poisoning),  or  attempt  to  murder. 

2.  Manslaughter. 

3.  CoilDterfeiting  or  altering  money,  or  uttering 
counterfeit  or  altered  money. 


A person  surrendered  can,  in  no  case  be  kept  in 
prison,  or  be  brought  to  trial  in  the  State  to  which 
the  surrender  has  been  made,  for  any  other  crime  or 
on  account  of  any  other  matters  than  those  for  which 
the  extradition  shall  have  taken  place,  until  he  has 
been  restored  or  has  had  the  opportunity  of  returning 
to  the  country  from  whence  he  has  surrendered. 

The  period  of  one  month  shall  be  considered  as  the 
limit  of  the  period  during  which  the  prisoner  may, 
with  a view  of  securing  the  benefits  of  this  Article, 
return  to  the  country  from  whence  he  was  sur- 
rendered. 

This  stipulation  does  not  apply  to  crimes  committed 
after  the  extradition.  ■ 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  requisition  for  extradition  shall  be  made 
through  the  Diplomatic  Agents  of  the  High  Con- 
tracting Parties,  respectively. 
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The  requisition  for  the  e.vtrndition  of  un  accused 
person  must  bo  iiccouijmuied  by  a warrant  of  arrest 
issued  by  the  competent  autliority  of  the  State  re- 
quiring the  e.xtradition,  and  by  such  evidence  as, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  i>lace  wliere  tlie  accused 
is  found,  would  justify  his  arrest  if  the  crime  had 
been  committed  there. 

If  the  requisition  relates  to  a person  already  con- 
victed, it  must  be  accompanied  Ijy  tlie  sentence  of 
condemnation  passed  against  the  convicted  person  by 
the  coin])ctent  Court  of  the  State  that  makes  the 
requisition  for  o.xtradition. 

A requisition  for  extradition  cannot  be  founded  on 
sentences  passed  in  coiUuniaciam. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

If  the  requisition  for  extradition  be  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  stipulations,  the  competent 
authorities  ol  the  State  applied  to  shall  proceed  to 
the  arrest  of  the  fugitive. 

The  prisoner  is  then  to  be  brought  before  a com- 
petent Magistrate,  who  is  to  examine  him  and  to  con- 
duct the  preliminary  investigation  of  the  case, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  country  in  which  he  is 
found. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  before  the 
expiration  of  fifteen  days  from  the  committal,  and 
then  only  if  the  evidence  produced  in  due  time  be 
found  sulficicnt  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State 
applied  to. 

• ARTICLE  XI. 

A fugitive  criminal  may,  how'ever,  be  apprehended 
under  a warrant  issued  by  any  Police  Magistrate, 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  other  competent  authority- 
in  either  country,  on  such  information  or  complaint, 
and  such  evidence,  or  after  such  proceedings  as 
would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  person  issuing  the  war- 
rant, justify  the  issue  of  a warrant,  if  the  crime  had 
been  committed  or  the  prisoner  convicted,  in  that 
part  of  the  dominions  of  the  two  contracting  Parties 
in  which  he  exercises  jurisdiction  : Provided  however 
that,  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  accused  shall,  in 
such  case,  be  sent  as  speedily  as  possible  before  a 
Police  Magistrate  in  London.  He  shall  be  discharged 
as  well  in  the  United  Kingdom  as  in  the  Netherlands, 
if,  within  fourteen  days,  a requisition  shall  not  have 
been  made  for  his  surrender  by  the  Diplomatic  Agent 
of  his  country. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

If,  in  any  criminal  matter,  pending  in  any  Court 
or  Tribunal  of  one  of  the  two  countries,  it  is  thought 
desirable  to  take  the  evidence  of  any  witness  in  the 
other,  such  evidence  may  be  taken  by  the  judicial 
authorities  in  accordance  with  the  laws  in  force  on 
this  subject  in  the  country  where  the  witness  may  be. 

ARTICLE  XIIl. 

All  articles  seized,  which  were  in  the  possession  cf 
the  person  to  be  surrendered  at  the  time  of  his  ap- 
prehension, shall,  if  the  competent  authority  of  the 
State  applied  to  for  the  extradition  has  ordered  the 
delivery  thereof,  be  given  uj)  when  the  extradition 
takes  place  ; and  the  said  delivery  shall  extend  not 
merely  to  the  stolen  articles,  but  to  everything  that 
may  serve  as  a proof  of  the  crime. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Tne  High  Contracting  Parties  renounce  any  claim 
for  tlie  reimbursement  of  tlie  expenses  incurred  by 
them  in  the  arrest  and  maintenance  of  the  jierson  to 
be  surrendered,  and  his  conveyance  till  placed  on 
board  ship,  as  well  as  for  the  reimbursement  of  the 
exiieuses  incurred  in  taking  the  evidence  of  any 
witness  in  consequence  of  .\riicle  XII,  and  in  giving 
up  and  returning  seized  articles.  They  reciprocally 
agree  to  bear  such  expenses  themselves. 

ARTICLE.  XV. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  come  into  force  ten  days 
after  its  publichtion  in  conformity  with  the  forms 
prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  High  Contracting 
Parties.  It  may  be  terminated  by  either  of  the  High 
Contracting  Parties,  but  shall  remain  in  force  for 
six  months  after  notice  has  been  given  for  its  term- 
ination. 

The  Treaty  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications 
shall  be  exchanged  at  the  Hague  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipotentiaries 
have  signed  the  same,  and  hrve  affixed  thereto  the 
seal  of  their  arms.

An  Act  respecting  Cruelty  to  Animals. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  provision  should  be 
made,  extending  to  all  Canada,  for  the  punish- 
ment of  Cruelty  to  Animals:  Therefore,  Her  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: 

1.  Whosoever,  wantonly,  cruelly,  or  unnecessarily, 
beats,  binds,  illtreats,  abuses  or  tortures-  any  Horse, 
.Mare,  Gelding,  Bull,  Ox,  Cow,  Heifer,  Steer,  Calf, 
Mule,  Ass,  Sheep,  Lamb,  Pig,  or  other  Cattle,  or  any 
Poultry,  or  any  Dog,  or  Domestic  Animal  or  Bird,  or 
whosoever  driving  any  cattle  or  other  animal,  is,  by 
negligence  or  ill-usage  in  the  driving  thereof,  thes 
means  whereby  any  mischief,  damage  or  injury  13 
done  hy  any  such  cattle  or  other  animal,  shall  upon 
being  convicted  of  any  or  either  of  the  said  offences 
before  any  one  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  District, 
County  or  place  in  which  the  offence  has  been  com- 
mitted, for  every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  (over 
and  above  the  amount  of  the  damage  or  injury,  if  anj', 
done  thereby,  which  damage  or  injury  shall  and  may 
be  ascertained  and  awarded  by  such  Justice,)  such  a 
sum  of  money  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  nor  less  thaa. 
one  dollar  with  costs,  as  to  such  Justice  seems  meet. 

2.  The  offender  shall  in  default  of  payment  be 
committed  to  the  common  gaol  or  other  place  of  con- 
finement, for  the  district,  countj',  or  place  in  which 
the  offence  was  committed,  there  to  be  imprisoned 
for  any  time  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

3.  Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  prevent  or 
abridge  any  remedy  by  action  against  the  offender  or 
his  employer  where  the  amount  of  the  damage  is  not 
sought  to  be  recovered  by  virtue  of  this  Act. 

4.  When  any  offence  against  this  Act  is  committed, 
any' constable  or  other  police  officer,  or  the  owner  of 
anj’-  such  cattle,  animal,  or  iioultry,  upon  view  there- 
of, or  upon  the  information  of  any  other  )terson  (who 
shall  declare  his  or  their  name  or  names  and  place  or 
places  of  abode  to  the  said  constable  or  other  peace 
officer)  may  seize  and  Secure  by  the  authority  of  this 
Act,  and  forthwith,  and  without  any  other  authority 
or  warrant,  may  convey  any  such  offender  before  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  within  whose  jurisdiction  the 
offence  has  been  committed,  to  be  dealt  with  accord- 
ing to  law. 

5.  If  any  person  a])prehcnded  for  having  committed 
any  offence  against  this  Act  refuses  to  discover  his 
name  and  place  of  abode  to  the  Justice  of  the  Peace 
before  whom  he  is  brought,  such  person  shall  be 
immediately  delivered  over  to  a constable  or  other 
peace  officer,  and  shall  by  him  be  conveyed  to  the 
common  gaol  or  place  of  confinement  for  the  district, 
county,  or  place  within  which  the  offence  has  been 
committed,  or  in  which  the  offender  has  been  appre- 
hended, there  to  remain  for  any  term  not  exceeding 
one  month,  or  until  he  makes  known  his  name  and 
place  of  abode  to  the  said  Justice. 

C.  The  prosecution  of  every  offence  punishable 
under  this  Act  must  be  commenced  within  three 
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months  next  after  the  commission  of  the  offence,  and 
not  otherwise. 

T.  Every  offence  against  any  of  the  sections  of  tliis 
Act  is  a misdemeanor,  and  may  be  punished  as  such 
or  may  be  prosecuted  in  the  manner  directed  by  the 
A.ct  respecting  the  duties  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  out  of 
Sessions,  in  relation  to  summary  convictions  and  orders, 
BO  far  as  no  provision  is  hereby  made  for  anj'  matter 
or  thing  which  may  be  required  to  bo  done  with 
respect  to  such  prosecution;  and  all  the  provisions 
contained  in  the  said  Act  shall  bo  applicable  to  such 
prosecutions,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  were  in- 
corporated in  this  Act. 

8.  All  pecuniary  penalties  recovered  before  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  under  this  Act,  shall  be  divided, 
paid  and  distributed  in  the  following  manner,  that  is 
to  say:  one  moiety  thereof  to  the  Corporation  of  the 
city,  town,  village,  township,  parish  or  place  in  which 
the  offence  was  committed,  and  the  other  moiety, 
with  full  costs,  to  the  person  who  informed  and  ])ro- 
secuted  for  the  same,  or  to  such  other  person  ns  to 
such  Justice  seems  proper. 

9.  Every  sum  of  money  .ascertained,  and  awarded, 
adjudged,  by  anv  Justice  of  the  Peace  under  this  Act 
to  be  paid  as  the  amount  of  any  damage  or  injury 
occasioned  by  the  commission  of  any  of  the  offences 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  shall  be  paid  to  the  person 
who  has  sustained  such  damage  or  injury. 

10.  Where  the  word  “cattle”  is  used  in  this  Act 
it  shall  have  the  meaning  assigned  to  it  in  the  Act 
respecting  larceii}'  and  other  similar  ofl’ences. 

11.  This  Act  shall  commence  and  take  effect  upon, 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy.

CIRCULAR.  Dowxixft  Street, 

WthJuly,  1874, 

Sir, — I have  the  honor  to  transmit  a copy  of  an 
Act,  37  and  38  Victoria,  cap  27,  which  has  passed 
this  Session,  intituled  “An  Act  to  regulate  the 
“sentences  imposed  by  Colonial  Courts  where  juris- 
“ diction  to  tiy  is  conferred  by  Imperial  Acts.” 

2.  As  your  are  aware  jurisdiction  is  given  by 
certain  Imperial  Acts,  as,  for  instance,  9 George  4, 
cap.  83,  section  4,  and  12  and  13  Victoria,  cap.  9U, 
to  Colonial  Courts  to  try  offences  committed  beyond 
the  jurisdiction  of  those  Courts,  and  the  persons  con- 
victed arc  made  liable  to  suflFer  such  punishment  as 
by  any  law  or  laws  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  passing 
of  such  Acts,  they  would  have  been  liable  to  if  the 
offence  had  been  committed  and  tried  in  England. 

3.  Diflicultics  have  recently  arisen,  both  in  Victoria 
and  Malta,  in  deciding  what  sentences  could  be 
passed  upon  persons  tried  and  convicted  in  the 
Colonial  Courts  for  offences  committed  out  of  the 
Colonies,  but  made  triable  within  them  by  Imperial 
Act;  and  the  Act  now  transmitted  has  been  passed 
with  a view  to  prevent  any  such  questions  arising  for 
the  future. 

4.  The  Act  provides  that  such  punishment  may  be 
inflicted  in  such  cases  ns  might  have  been  inflicted  if 
the  offences  had  been  committed  within  the  Colony. 

5.  The  Act  also  include.s  cases,  if  any,  where 
offences,  if  committed  within  the  local  jurisdiction  of 
a Colonial  Court,  are  by  Imperial  Act  made  punish- 
able according  to  the  Law  of  England. 

6.  Moreover,  special  provision  is  made  at  the  end 
of  the  third  section  to  meet  the  case  of  an  ofl’ence  net 
punishable  by  the  Law  of  the  Colony  in  which  the 
trial  takes  place;  and  the  Colonial  Court  is  in  such 
case  empowered  to  imjiosc  such  punishment  (other 
than  capital  punishment)  as  shall  seem  to  the  Court 
most  nearly  to  correspond  to  the  punisliment  to 
which  such  person  would  have  been  liable  in  case 
£uch  crime  or  offence  had  been  tried  in  England. 

7.  These  cases  will,  probably,  be  of  rare  occurence; 
but  it  w'as  thought  desirable  to  embrace  all  possible 


cases,  and  to  make  the  legislation  upon  the  subject 
final  and  complete. 

8.  The  usual  steps  should  be  taken  to  make  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  known  in  the  Colony  under 
your  Government.

CHAPTER  27. 

An  Act  to  rcgultite  tlio  Sentences  imposed 
by  Colonial  Courts  whero  jurisdiction  to 
try  is  contorred  by  Imperial  Acts. 

[30f/i  June-,  1874.] 

WIIERE.AS  bi-  certain  Acts  of  Parliament  juris- 
diction is  conferred  on  courts  in  Her  Majesty’s 
Colonies  to  try  persons  charged  with  certain  crimes 
or  offences,  and  doubts  have  arisen  as  to  the  proper 
sentences  to  be  imposed  upon  conviction  of  such 
persons  ; and  it  is  expedient  to  remove  such  doubts  : 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen’s  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present 
Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  as  follows  : 

Short  Title. 

T.  This  Act  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  The 
Courts  (Colonial)  Jurisdiction  Act,  1874. 

Definition  of  term  “ Colony.” 

2.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act, — 

The  term  “Colony”  shall  not  include  any  places 
within  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Isle  of  Man,  or 
the  Channel  Islands,  but  shall  include  such  ter- 
ritories as  may  for  tlic  time  being  be  vested  in 
Her  Majesty  bj-  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Parliament 
for  the  Government  of  India,  and  any  plantation, 
territorj',  or  settlement  situate  elsewhere  within 
Her  Majesty’s  dominions,  and  subject  to  the 
same  local  government ; and  for  the  purposes  of 
this  Act,  all  plantations,  territories,  and  settle- 
ments under  a centr.sl  legislature  shall  bo  deemed 
to  be  one  Colony  under  the  same  local  govern- 
ment. 

At  trials  in  any  colonial  courts  by  virtue  of  Imperial 
Acts,  courts  empowered  to  pass  sentences  as  if  crimes 
had  been  committed  in  the  Colony. 

3.  When,  by  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Parliament  now 
or  hereafter  to  lie  passed,  a person  is  tried  in  a Court 
of  any  Colon}-  for  any  crime  or  offence  committca 
upon  the  high  seas  or  elsewhere  out  of  the  territorial 
limits  of  sucli  Colony  and  of  the  local  jurisdiction  of 
such  Court,  or  if  committed  witliin  such  local  juris- 
diction made  jiunishable  by  tliat  Act,  such  person 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  liable  to  .‘-uch  )iunishment 
as  might  have  been  inflicted  upon  him  if  the  crime  or 
offence  had  been  committed  within  the  limits  of  such 
Colony  and  of  the  local  jurisdiction  of  the  Court,  and 
to  no  other,  anything  in  any  Act  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding : Provided  always,  that  if  the  crime  or 
offence  is  a crime  or  offence  not  imnishable  by  the 
law  of  the  Colony  in  which  the  trial  takes  place,  the 
person  shall,  on  conviction,  be  liable  to  such  puish- 
ment  (other  than  capital  punishment)  as  shall  seem 
to  the  Court  most  nearly  to  correspond  to  the  punish- 
ment to  which  such  person  would  have  been  liable  in 
case  such  crime  or  oilence  had  been  tried  in  England.

To  the  Honorable  Joseph  W.  Trutcii,  Lieutenant- 

Governor  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia. 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Royal  Commis- 
sion, appointed  by  Your  Excellency,  on  the  13th  day 
of  .March  last,  to  enquire  into  and  report  upon  the 
allegations  of  the  Honorable  iMember  for  Nanaimo,  viz: 
“ That  prominent  members  of  the  late  and  present 
“ Government  were  in  a ring  to  acquire  possession  of 
“ Texada  Island,  in  a manner  prejudicial  to  the  iu- 
“ terests  of  the  public  :’’  beg,  unanimously’,  to  report 
that,  on  the  24th  JIarch,  under  and  by  virtue  of  such 
Commission,  they  held  an  open  Court  at' the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  City  of  Victoria,  for  that  pui’iiose,  and 
continued  to  hold  such  open  Court,  by  various  sittings, 
until  the  18th  day  of  April,  when  they  adjourned  their 
sittings  to  New  Westminster,  for  the  greater  facility 
of  obtaining  evidence  and  continuing  the  investiga- 
tion there. 

That  they  held  an  ojien  Court  at  the  Court  House 
in  New  Westminster,  by  various,  sittings,  until  the 
27th  day  of  Ajiril,  when  they  re-adjourned  to  the  City 
of  Victoria,  re-opened  the  said  Court  there,  and  con- 
tinued the  investigations,  by  various  sittings,  until 
the  Otii  instant. 

That,  at  such  sittings,  the  three  Commissioners 
•were  all  jiresent,  excejit  on  one  occasion,  viz.,  the 
20th  day  of  August,  at  Victoria,  when  an  enquiry  was 
held  before  the  Honorable  .Messrs.  Crease  and  Gray, 
as  to  the  mode  of  examination,  by  interrogatories,  of 
Mr.  DeCosmos,  a witness  then  absent  at  Ottawa,  the 
Chief  Justice  on  that  occasion  not  being  ])resent, 
owing  to  his  having  gone  to  Cassiar  on  circuit. 

That  at  these  various  sittings,  of  which  public 
notice  was  always  given  in  the  newspapers  in  Victoria, 
the  Honorable  .Member  for  .Nanaimo,  .Mr.  Rob.<on,  was 
always  present,  and  was  afforded  every  o])))ortunity, 
by  examination  and  cross-examination  of  the  wit- 
nesses, and  by  suggestion  and  argument,  to  promote 
the  enquiry  and  establish  the  charge. 

That,  in  the  course  of  the  examination,  an  inquisi- 
torial latitude  Avas  allowed,  exceeding  tlie  extent  of 
permission  ever  granted  in  Courts  of  Law  governed 
by  the  rules  of  legal  evidence. 

That  all  persons  rvho  were  alleged  as  being  able  to 
give  information  touching  the  subject  of  enquiry,  or 


whost*  names  were  suggested  to  the  Commissioncr.s, 
wqre  sub[)a'naed  as  witnesses,  and  examined  and 
cross-examined. 

That  all  books  of  account,  or  business  of  the  per- 
sons or  firms,  in  which  it  was  asserteil  that  informa- 
tion could  be  found,  were  ordered  to  be  produced, 
were  produced  and  inspected. 

That  {lersons  rvho  were  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Province,  and  who,  it  was  stated,  were  inculpated 
in  the  charge,  or  were  alleged  to  be  capable  of  giving 
information,  were  examined  by  interrogatories  pre- 
pared by  the  Commissioners,  of  which  copies  rvere, 
before  being  sent,  read  in  o|)en  Court,  or  otherwise 
submitted  to  the  .Member  for  Nanaimo,  for  any  sug- 
gestions he  might  make,  points  to  Avhich  he  might 
desire  the  enquiry  to  be  directed,  or  any  particular 
question  he  might  wish  to  put. 

That  all  parties  were  invited  to  come  forward  and 
submit  to  the  Commissioners  any  information  they 
could  give,  that  tvould  aid  in  arriving  at  the  truth. 

That  Messrs.  Walkem,  Beaven,  DeCosmos,  Robson, 
and  the  other  witnesses  in  British  Columbia  were 
examined  and  cross-examined  on  oath  ; Sir  John 
Macdonald,  Dr.  J'upper,  and  Sir.  Sproat,  witnesses 
beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Province,  on  interroga- 
tories not  under  oath. 

That  all  sources  of  enquiry,  within  their  reach  or 
under  their  control,  having  been  now  exhausted,  and 
the  evidence  produced,  duly  weighed  and  considered, 
they  find  and  report,  that  the  truth  of  the  allegations 
aforesaid,  so  far  as  the  same  refer  to  the  good  govern- 
ment of  tliis  Province,  or  reflect  upon  the  conduct  of 
any  part  of  the  public  business  thereof,  has  not  been 
proved’;  and  that  no  evidence  has  been  produced 
before  them  to  show  “ that  prominent  or  any  members 
“ of  the  late  and  present  Government  tvere  in  a ‘ring’ 
“ to  acquire  possession  of  Texada  Island,  in  a manner 
“ prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  public.’’ 

And  they  beg  further  to  report,  that  although  there 
were  circumstance.^  ajipartiitly  sus])icions  attending 
the  pre-emptions  in  Texada  Island  in  August,  1873, 
yet,  in  their  opinion,  upon  a thorough  examination 
of  those  circumstances,  there  is  no  sullicient  ground 
to  believe  that  any  member  of  the  late  or  present 
Government,  either  by  himself,  or  in  unlawful  or 
dishonorable  combination  with  any  other  person,  has 
attempted  to  acquire  possession  of  the  whole  or  of  any 
part  of  Texada  Island,  in  a manner  jirejudicial  to  the 
interests  of  the  public. 

They  submit  herewith  the  evidence  taken,  the  cor- 
respondence jiroduced  and  passed  between  all  parties 
connected  Avith  the  enquiry,  and  the  interrogatories 
sent  to  the  persons  abroad,  Aviih  their  replies.
